TIME LOST IN SEEKING AUTHORITY FROM HIGH GOVERNMENTAL LEVEL 
WOULD ALLOW THE TRANSGRESSOR TO COMPLETE HIS ACTION AND COULD 
AGAIN RESULT IN SERIOUS POLITICAL CONSEQUENCES. 

3. USCOB IS PRESENTLY ATTEMPTING TO PLACE SEVERAL WEST GERMAN 
RETIRED POLICEMEN IN STEINSTUEKCEN WITH COMMUNICATIONS 
EQUIPMENT. THEREAFTER HE PLANS TO IMPLEMENT ANY USE OF FORCE 
INITIALLY BY MOVING RECONNAISSANCE PERSONNEL INTO STE| NSTUECKEN 
BY HELICOPTER. IN THE EVENT THIS SMALL FORCE, ENVISIONED 
INITIALLY AS A SQUAD, IS UNABLE TO COPE WITH THE SITUATION 
OR THE AIRCRAFT IS DISABLED BY ENEMY ACTION OR MECHANICAL ' 
FAILURE, USCOB MUST HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO ORDER SUFFICIENT FORCE
